It’s High Time Industry 
Got into County's Fiesta 


Construction of an “Industrial Products” display build- 
ing got underway at the San Mateo county Fair and Floral 
Fiesta grounds last week. 

The building, which fair officials say will cost $500,000 
and which will feature smaller meetings halls as. well as a 
large display area, is to be ready well before this year’s fair. 

It’s about time such a building be constructed here; 
the county’s economy depends on industry and, although 
agriculture and floriculture are still important parts of the 
economy, they are no longer the mainstays of it. 

Certainly, as every home gardener knows, the county 
produces some of the world’s most beautiful flowers and the 
words “floral fiesta” are legitimately included in the title 
of the anhual show. We wouldn't have this outstanding 
feature minimized. 

Thus, if industrial products are to be displayed ade- 
quately, without displacing some of the traditional attrac- 
tions of our county fair, a new building is a must. 

Those of us who attend the fair next August are apt 
to be surprised by what we see, in the way of industrial 
products exhibits. 

Not only are “black box” products of the penin- 
sula’s various elertonics divisions to be shown; there 
are lots of other types of industrial products which 
can be shown, and which will demonstrate that San 
Mateo county is growing away from its former status 
as a suburban “bedroom community.” 

A look at some of the industrial establishments in the 
immediate Menlo Park area can give a slight indication. 
The various industrial parks here hold factories devoted 
to the production of medical, supplies, pharmaceuticals, 
vodka, rocket engines, helicopters, as well as electronic 
gadgets of various sorts. 

Along with these are the products of Menlo Park’s 
tesearch institutions — which change from time to time but 
Which are nevertheless the products of great industries 
of which we may justifiably be proud. 

Other areas of the county have both the so-called 
“clean” industries of which Menlo Park’s are typical, and 
the, so-called “heavy” industries which produce massive 
arid..cotnplicated machines which increase the wealth and 
productivity of all mankind. 

It is well that the county fair an dfloral fiesta’s direc- 
tors have seen fit to provide a place for showing some of 
these things, so we can all see — and point with pride to — 
the contribution the county is making to the world’s stand- 
ard of living.

Nickanmes Are Handy, 
But Full Titles Have a Place 


Members of the Menlo Park-Atherton Junior Chamber 
of Commerce are to journey to San Mateo tonight, to dis- 
cus — among other things — a proposal to change the name 
of the organization simply to “Jaycees.” 

We hope the idea faces a quick burial. 

As we see it, any person or organization is entitled to a 
nickname, but he’s also entitled to a proper name, which 
can be used for formal occasions. 

The nickname “Jaycee” fits well in headlines, it’s easy 
to remember and anybody can spell it. These are virtues. 
But what happens when one tries to tie some significance 
or dignity to it? 

National advertisers, of course, have gone a long way 
today idiotizing the language. To make it easier for poten- 
tial customers to remember the names of their products, 
they've dubbed just about everything they can with a three- 
letter or four-letter label. Three or four syllables are strictly 
passe, when it comes to labelling new products being put 
on the market. 

It may be all right to label soap, clothing brands and 
the like with four-letter names, but a short title, such 
“Jaycee,” scarcely fits an organization of the type of the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

The full title does a much better job of telling what 
the organization is, what it’s about, and what it’s junior too. 

Maybe it’s just because we're used to the older label, 
but we like it and we hope it stays . 
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ants, and reasonably expect their favorite amusement toys 
to be returned in large numbers. 

Suppose the community’s businessmen decided to 
send a large delegation to city hall to block all other 
council action until business license fees were suspended. 
Citing the example of the apartment people, they legiti- 
mately could expect such suspension, 

That apartment-house owners and dwellers face a 
growing problem as the two-car families of the area grow 
in number is pretty obvious. But the apartment house 
owners, as Mayor Willam Lawson pointed out, have to 
solve the problem themselves. They must not think they 
can, in effect, rent curbside space to supplement the car- 
ports they provided only because they are required so to do. 


Apartment dwellers, too, might do well to check their 
leases before they sign up. An apartment dweller who can 
afford two cars is better able to pay rent for two offstreet 
parking spaces and if the demand for such apartments is 
great, the law of supply and demand will see that they’re 
provided. 

But neither apartment house owners nor tenants should 
figure on overnight on-street parking as a matter of right, 
when off-street parking laws are as well established as 
they have been in Menlo Park for the past several years. 

The police have their own reasons for wanting cars off 
the streets at night. A car parked on the street is a tempta- 
tion to thieves; several thousand of them on the street 
at the same time are hard to watch and the number of hub-

caps, radios, spotlights and automobiles themselves which 
disappear from such exposed position already is enough to 
be labelled a crime problem. 

At any rate, the point to be made here is that a packed 
house, filled with self-interested people, shouldn't be al- 
lowed to have a law set aside. 


The vast majority of Menlo Park residents has learned 
to live with the city’s rigid offstréet parking requirements. 
The result is a more attractive community, stable property 
values and avoidance of slum-like congestion. 

A relative handful of people — no matter how noisy. or 
well organized — shouldn't be allowed to abrogate this 
standard for their own convenience.

him. In San Mateo county 
where the courts are recog- 
nized as dispensing a high 
caliber of justice, there 
haven’t been many challen- 
gers; the last race for an in- 
cumbent’s job was many 

years ago and involved a 
‘San Carlos attorney running 

against Superior Court 
Judge Aylett R. Cotton. 

The municipal courts, too, 
have been free of contests. 
With consolidation of the mu- 
nicipal court system in 1952, 
the south county found itself 
faced with choosing two of 
three municipal judges who 
had previously been active; 
Judges Edward J. Ryan and 
E. I. McAuliffe won the vacant 
seats still retain them, al- 
though McAuliffe has announc- 
ed plans to retire. 

The reason most judgeship 
elections in the county have 
turned into popularity contests 
for the incumbents appears to 
be that most people have con- 
fidence in the excellence of 
justice as it’s administered in 
San Mateo county. 

But with one incumbent re- 
tiring, the door is opened for 
two or more relatively un- 
known attorneys to compete 
against each other. 

The lawyers of the county 
aren’t notable for their lack 
of competitive spirit, either: 
in the campaign against Cot- 
ton referred to above, the 
full spread of publicity, ad- 
vertising, speeches and oth- 
er campaign devices was put 
to use. 

Likewise, when last year At- 
torney Thomas Bocci of Daly 
City ran for the post of Dis- 
trict Attorney, he put on a 
county-wide campaign of con- 
siderable expense and vigor. 

Though City Attorney O’- 
Keefe is well known in Menlo 
Park,.the fact remains: This is 
a big county and aside from 
news stories which followed his 
recent announcement of candi- 
dacy, most people north of 
Belmont have probably never 
heard of him. 

As candidates from other 
parts of the county emerge, 
Menlo Park residents will get 
an indication of just how un- 
known such an office-seeker 
can be, because attorneys don’t 
advertise as such and, unless 
they move around a lot, they’re 
only known in one community. 

Meanwhile, it might be 
speculated that local attor- 
neys might feel they have an 
interest in O’Keefe’s elec. 
tion. For if O’Keefe is cho- 
sen for the Superior Court, 
the Menlo Park city attorney- 
ship and the retainer attach- 
ed thereto are naturally to 
be handed on to somebody 
else. 

The city attorney is appoint- 
ed by the city council and 
serves at the pleasure of the 
latter body. This may have 
been lost sight of during the 
last 25 years, since O’Keefe 
has kept all the city councils 
of the era pretty well pleased. 

With proper decorum, the 
council has refrained from any 
unseemly discussions about 
successors because it’s not just 
lightly assumed that O’Keefe 
is going off the city payroll. 

Probably, though — should 
he win the judgeship race — 
they’ll review the possibility 
that a full-time city attorney 
is needed. Several area cities 
already have such functionar- 
ies, though O’Keefe has man- 
aged to keep a private law 
practice going in addition to 
his duties at city hall and at- 
tendance at an almost intermi- 
nable number of meetings. 

At any rate, with his an- 
nouncement of candidacy, O’- 
Keefe has probably surprised 
a lot of people who just as- 
sumed that the courts were 
staffed by people who were 
never replaced and on whom 
the voters never had a chance 
to pass judgement at the polls. 

What success he has in mak- 
ing himself known in other 
parts of the county remains to 
be seen and, of course, the type 
of campaign he'll run depends 
on the competition. 


25 Years Ago: 
‘Restrictive 
Milk Law 
Turned Down 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 

January 24, 1935: 

The Menlo Park City Coun- 
cil on Tuesday night refused 
to adopt proposed milk regula- 
tions designed to prevent the 
sale within the city of milk 
pasteurized outside San Mateo 

county. 

The meeting was further 
marke dby disagreement over 
Councilman Henry Carroll’s 
motion that Jean B. Hoss, for- 
merly municipal court judge, 
be appointed successor to Po- 
lice Judge Daniel E. Sullivan, 
who has resigned. 

Selection of a new judge was 
postponed until the next meet- 
ing of the council ,after a dis- 
agreement among members of 
the board over the appoint- 
ment. 

The council tabled the pro- 
posed amendments to the city 
milk ordinance after James E. 
Pembroke, local rancher, at- 
tacked the proposals as a move 
to put control of milk “in the 
hands of a trust,” 

“This is not a health mea- 
sure, but merely an act in re- 
straint of trade,” Pembroke 
said. 

Carroll’s move to name Hoss 
as judge quickly struck a snag 
when Councilman E, H. Hart 
recalled that Carroll last April 
had joined with Mayor James 
E. Cooper and Irving Dunn of 
the ‘new deal’ slate to oust 
the former judge on _ the 
grounds that he was not a 
trained attorney. Hoss is not an 
attorney. 

Carroll rejoined that he has 
the privilege of changing his 
mind. 

Hart has alco changed his 
mind, and now thinks that the 
city judge no wthinks that the 
city judge should be a trained 
attorney. 


County Comment: 


With thoughts of the recent 
reappraisal program in the 
south county area still fresh 
in our minds, it doesn’t seem 
like the time to start talking 
about taxes for 1960. Court 
suits still are pending against 
the reassessing program and 
here it is time for county de- 
partment heads to start think- 
ing about the spending pro- 
grams for the next fiscal year. 

The news we will get about 
May 1 may be a lot better in 
1960 than it was in 1959, if 
instructions of County Man- 
ager E. R. Stallings and the 
board of supervisors carry any 
weight. The manager-has sent 
out his instructions to depart- 
ment heads ordering at least, a 
“hold-the-line” program, thus 
effecting another tax reduc- 
tion for next year. 

This year the rate was 
lowered four cents, but the 
increased valuations far 
offset this that probably not 
One taxpayer in the south 
county was aware of any ac- 
tual rate reduction. 


Stallings in his letter to the 
people who make up depart- 
ment budgets told them to 
start ‘no new programs and 
to restrict expenditures to 
only those services needed to 
handle the work load” of the 
ever-increasing population. 

The 1958-59 budget was 
figured on a basis of 410,000 
population. The count, it is 
estimated now has reached 
432,000 and will hit 453,000 
in another year. 

Actually, it seems the board 
of supervisors’ has little con- 
trol over most of the expendi- 
tures. Stallings points out that 
more than 73 per cent of the 
county budget is out of control 
of local officials. The state 
and federal governments regu- 
late the spending of more than 
three-quarters of the county 
budget. And we think we have 
“local” control. 

The order to hold the line 
of reduce expenditures will 
not effect the many projects 
now in the planning stage, 
such as the prison farm, the

For a Colorful Spring: 
Flowering Fruit Trees for Every Climate 


If you would signal spring 
with a glorious burst of color 
in your garden, plant flower 
ing fruit trees. Like no other 
shrubs or trees, they awaken 
from winter’s sleep in a sud- 
den show of bloom. Their spec- 
tacle of bare branches coming 
to life in a riot of color is 
something to behold. 

Most of these showpieces 
are bred for bloom alone, pro- 
ducing small fruit if any at all. 
But recently introduced flow 
ering-fruiting peaches pave 
the way for similar advance: 
among cherries and plums or 


apricots. 

Peach varieties Altair, 
Two-Star, Three-Star and 
Four-Star all succeed in 


combining a nice flush of 
bloom with a later crop of 
fruit. More recently the 
variety Saturn has drawn 
raves for its dual function of 
producing showy double 
bloom and luscious peaches 
too. Where the gardener is 
interested only in flower, 
the old favorites such as 
Helen Borchers, Peppermint 
Stick and those double 
whites and double reds still 
put on their annual spring 
show. 

Flowering peaches are con- 
sidered by many nurserymen 
to be among the most ver- 
satile of all flowering fruits 
since they do,equally well in 
both Northern and Southern 
California. 


The flowering crabapples 
are favorites all over for 
their dainty and dense flo- 
rets of blush pink and rose 
or carmine. Some of these 
bear fruit—not to be eaten 
directly from the tree, but 


GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. Double check long canes 
on climbing roses to make 
sure they are secured. Win- 
ter rains and winds might 
loosen them if you don’t. 

2. Add seasonal color to 
bare spots in the garden 
with pots of blooming chrys- 
anthemums. Buy an extra 
pot or two for color inside, 
too. 

3. Dahlias may be lifted 
as tops dry off. Hose off 
mud or dirt, dry the tubers 
in the sun and store them in 
a cool, dry place. You can di- 
vide them next spring be- 
fore replanting. 

4. Plant a cover of annu- 
als such as Alyssum, Violas 
or Pansies over your beds of 
spring bulbs. They bloom 
with the bulbs, then keep 
blooming to hide the bulb 
foliage as it ripens. 

5. If you like puttering in 
the potting shed during win- 
ter months, set aside a con- 
tainer or two of dry soil 


when you get the chance.
